TURNER ACQUITTED; 
SULLIVAN CONVICTED 


Latter Faced Only Technical Crime, Said Court, 
and Is Fined Fifty Dollars---Judge Says Dis- 
closures Were Disgrace to the Province---Jury 
Frees Turner in Six Minutes. . 


“Tf one half of lias’ has come 
out in this court today is true it is 
a disgrace to the province of Al-+ 
berta.’’-This was the opinion ex- 
pressed by Judge Simmons of the 


court ‘adjourned till yesterday 
morning when Sullivan’s case was 
due to come up. 

Throughout the trial of almost 
two full days duration the defense 
centered its efforts in attempting to 
undermine the reliability of the 
accugers, the two police officers. 

The combined evidence reflecting 
oh the integrity of the accusers was 
boiled down in. a most dramatic 
and fervid plea to the jury in sum- 
ming up by Attorney Davidson of 
Davidson and Will of Medicine 
Hat... * 


In hearing: the .witnesses for the 
prosecution, of whom there were 
but two, the accusers, the testimony 
coincided in all essentials except in 
one point in Reynold’s testimony 
in regard to a remark of Sullivan to 
Turner after placing him under 
arrest and ordering him into a cell. 

The police officers both swore that 
Turner, when called into their office 
last August by themselves, offered 
them jointly a bribe of $120 a 
month for exemption from pros- 
ecution to run a disorderly ” house. 
abe: eeaken, in agied alle- 


the conditions at Redcliff last sum- 
mer,—conditions which have been 
rooted out since they came to light. 

Walter Turner, fire Chief of Red- 
cliff, was acquitted shortly after six 
o’eloek of the charge of attempting 
to bribe Ex-chief of Police Sullivan 
and Constable Reynolds:'to run a 
disorderly house. The« results of 
this case are the aftermath of the 
upheayal of last August, when the 
arrest of Turner came in the midst 
of agitation for a cleaner town. 

But six minutes were consumed 
by the jury in deliberating and re- 
turning their verdict of not guilty.

A. B. Clow, town attorney and 
treasurer of Redcliff, gave testimony 
‘for the defense carrying weight 
which had considerable to do With 
the final verdict. Mr. Clow testified 
that through his acquaintance and 
observation of Sullivan during his 
regime he had found him to be an 
officer not to be, trusted, that he 
would not believé him.on oath, due 
principally to the fact that he-has 
seen occasion when Sullivan would 
suit his allegations to his purposes. 
Seven or eight more  Redeliff 
witnesses were called onto the 
stand, most of whom cited their 
reasons for a tendency to disbelieve 
Sullivan and’ also spoke well of 
Walter Turner and his. conduct in 
Redeliff. 


‘Turner.was then called onto the 
stand in his own defense and gave 
an account’ of what he alleged. 
actually occurred on the. day in 
question when the policemen laid 
bribery charges against him. . 

“‘Gentlemen,’’ said Turner, “if I 
were guilty of what is charged 
against me | would plead. insanity 
aud be sent to Ponoka.

Montreal's Great Market Is Pictnrea-

|, In the ancient heart of Mofireal 
| there gathers on cértain days of the 
Teter a buying, selling, bargaining, 
| chattering throng. It is in » conven- 
‘tent place to transact business, con- 
venient to get a large selection of 
what you want. If you go early en- 
ough, convenient for watching the 
various selling and purchasing meth- 
ods, Some days they crowd to this 
place till you wonder whether any 
more could have room enough to walk 
about and effect their dealing. It is 
considered a boon to the poorer peo- 
ple to come to this spot and purchase 
thelr table necessities. It is not a 
grocery store, confectionery, or but- 
cher's shop, that I am speaking of, 
but a genuine, price-lowering, popu- 
lar, public market, so much talked 
about as a factor in cost-reduction 
by political economists and other 
guessers at the riddle of the rise in 
the price of living. : 

The market is called Bonsecours, in 
honor of the gray old-time church 
which stands within hailing distance. 
The market fs old, but the church is 
older, built in 1771 In place of an 
older edifice burned in 1764. Here is 
where Montreal comes in as an his- 
toric town, The market comprises 
Jacques Cartier Square anda fine, old 
time-honored stone building, once a 
city ball, It is a familiar landmark 
to thousanfis of Montrealers. Talk 
about your fairs, and national exhibl- 
tions, here Is an exposition every law- 
ful working day. If you like the 
looks of cabbage, turnips, carrot, on- 
fons, chickens, ducks, turkeys, all the 
produce of the farm except the coars- 
‘er grains, all on thelr best behaviour, 
you will be delighted to take a stroll 
along these booths and peer around 
and perhaps buy something to hale 
home with you, if.you are not single, 
but double. Outside you see rows of 
booths, on the north side selling yvege- 
tables and poultry mostly, on the 
south side, stores offering all sorts 
of Canadian and even foreign fruits, 
It resembles a main thoroughfare of 
an active Wusiness town with the 
shops reduced to its size.. But every- 
thing is done here in the open. You 
see the operations of the dealers from 
the street as it were and it somehow 
increases your confidence in making 
purchases, you do not seem to take 
s° much on faith; at least it looks 
that way on the surface. 

You will see two men in a booth 
piled high with cages holding the fea- 
thery denizens of. the farmyard, 
crowing shrilly, or cackling wildly, 
and if you stand long enough you 
may see a long arm thrust into a 
eage, extract a chicken, wring its 
neck, pluck it, and put on the counter 
for sale. Some of the purchasers pre- 
fer to buy their chickens alive, lug 
them home, and commit chicken- 
slaughter in their own back yards. 
Strange, but most of these purchasers 
wear long beards, whitish or sandy, 
if they are masculine, and are of the 
religious. faith that ¢alle Christians 
Gentiles. These customers prefer 


preparing a live «animal for the pot in 
their own way, make a sort of religion 


out of it, as it were. 

You wii see also some unusual 
things offered for food, or pets, just 
as your inclinations are. For in- 
stance, rabbits. Two or three booths 
make a specialty of these among oth- 
er articles. Another dealer sells red 
foxes, and by the number he had for 


market existed for these cute little 
animals. Those on display are young

PLANS WOLFE CHURCH. 


To Hero, 


memory of Wolfe, on a condpicuons 
site in the new Battlefields’ Park, 
which is now being opened up by the 
National Battlefelds Commission, has 
been made by Rev. Canon Scott, of 
Quebec. Already a beautiful avenue 
has been put through, ‘connecting the 
Plains of Abraham, on the cliffs over- 
looking the St, Lawrence, 


the St. Charles Valley.’ 
is named the Avenve des Braves. It 
is proposed to erect the chure 


spot on this aventie, and the highest 
part of the whole future park. The 
option on the site bas already been

can see across the flelde the very 
place where the battle was fought, 
and, when the trees are, bare of 
leaves, even the spot. where Wolfe 
fell... To the north an extensive view 
of the Laurentian Mountains across 
the valley of the St. Charles ts obtain- 
able, while in the immediate fore- 
ground is to be seen the monument 
Aux Braves, marking the battlefield 
of 1760. . ; 

Plans of the church hayé already 
been prepared. Two Jesighs have 
been submitted, one of wiich is by 
R, A. Cram, architect of the exten- 
sions to St. Alban’s Cathedral, rd 
provides for a building in late Gothic 
style, with lofty interior, stone-vault- 
ed roof, with nave of six bays, trifor- 
tum, and large clerestory tracerie1 
windows. The interior is completely 
flanked with flying buttresses, with 
the exception of the west end, while 
the ¢ast end is to be rounded. The 
eost of ihe building will be in the 
nelghborhood of one hundred thous- 
and dollars. 

Already Canon Scott has received 
considerable support for the idea, and 
has , ot. the ear of some very influen- 
tial men both in England and in this 
country. The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury writes; “Nothing could be better 
than that a church should be erected 
to the memory of Wolfe, whose claims 
to our gratitude are recognized, I 
think, by everyone.’” Prof, Osler, reg- 
ius professor of medicine at Oxford, 
thinks the suggestion excellent, and 
promises to help in any way he pos- 
sibly can. Lord Hal.fax, of whose 
family Gen, Wolfe was a distant con- 
nection, approves highly of the pro- 
posal, and will give his support. The 


‘Archbishop. of York says he is much 


interested, and hoped the idea would 
meet with every success. He will con- 
tribute later as a token of his interest 
and of his connection between Gen. 
Wolfe and the Diogese of York, Oth- 
ers who are interested are tho Duke 
of Newcastle, the Bishop of Winches- 
ter, Lord Stanhope, and many others. 

The body of Gen. Wolfe at present 
‘Hes buried in the family vault at St. 
Alphege’s Church, Greenwich, Eng., 
but, at least, 'n this memorial church 
a cenotaph to Wolfe might be erected 
if it could not be that his actual re- 
‘mains might be brought to Quebec, 
‘Again, no more suitable place cout 
be found to hang the flag in which 
Wolfe was wrapped and carried off 
the field of battle. ‘This flag is at 
present carefully preserved and hung 
in an English cathedral. Possibly 

er relics of Wolfe may find their 
way to the church, such as his private 


‘Communion Book, which is still pro- 


served. In an age when such a thing 
‘was uncommon Wolfe led a pure life. 

Canon Scott has been in England 
doing some necessary work in con- 
nection with the matter. 


The Great Lakes. 


We al! know in a general way that 
Lake Superior ia the largest and Lake 
Ontario the smallest of the Great 
Lakes, _the relative facts are 
While Lake Michigan ranks second in 
size, be:ng forty-five miles shorter 
than Lake-Supcrior, ft is twice as dee» 
at its greatest depth, the figures be- 
ing 900 feet for Lake Superior and 
1,800 feet for Lake Michigan, so that 
in cubical contents the latter far out- 
reaches Superior. Lake Huron's great- 
est depth also is a hundred feet rore 
than that of Lake Superior, so that 
the greatest is not superior in every- 
thing, after all. 

Lake Erie and Lake Ontario are 
comparatively shallow, with maxi- 
mum depth of 204 feet and 412 feet, 
and yet we should not like to. fall 
overboard in either of them. In width 
—maximum figures -— Lake Superior 
comes first with 160 miles, Huron se- 
cond with 106, Michigan third with 
eighty-four, Erie fourth with sixty, 
and Ontario last with only fifty-two 
miles of greatest breadth. 

In comparison with ite area, On- 
tario leads with a drainage of 29,769 
Square miles Yor its area of 6,700, the 
others being Erle, drainage 39,680, 
aren 10,000 equare miles; Huron, 


| drainage 74,000, area 25,000 square 


miles; Michigan, drainage, 70,000, 
area 22,400. miles; and Super- 
lor, drainage 000, area 32,900 
square miles, Drop in elevation is 
very gradual, Lake Superior belrg 
600 feet above sea level, Michigan 
678 feet, Huron 674 feet, Erie 664 
feet, and then cames a big drop to 
284 feet for Lake Ontario,

The name dosen't cut any 
figure, but its functions and 
purposes should not be miscon- 
strued. The league was formed 
primarily to discuss and pro- 
mote the ititerests of the whole
